The color of the object before it disintexrated is doubtful. Stories 
range fron “whitish” to "very colorful ~- like a rainbow". Investigator 
will make no commitments concerning this. However, the fact that, on closes 
conservation, tne object emitted a smoke similar to steam, seans fairly well 
established.

of the vials, it would be a fairly simple matter to determine the producer, 


As the situation stands in BALTIICRE, some canpanies have put their own 
DIO-—CHINISTS to work on investigationa of the phenomenon. The reason for 
this is that none want uncomplinentary publicity about their own canvany 
manuracturing or using a substance which soma people may believs to be a

CHLAD discovered that the cleaning conpound 
used by his conpany coula froth and bubble when > hataghage i5 white ype it 
does 50, and leaves a pals yellow residue -- about 4 a thinbdle-?ull p 
three (3) square feet of foam, 

Neither he, nor I, are saying that the object was a gob of this froth- 
ing material, but he suzgzests that the analysts look for either oxalic acid, 
sodium, or sulfate first in trying to determine the make-up of ths material. 
This may be a lead or starting point in the analysis. 
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
